Why Vote Labour 


Over the past 14 years of austerity, the Tories have cut the 
council's funding by £2.7 billion. Faced with this challenge, 
Leeds Labour have protected the most vulnerable people 
in Leeds. We have kept children’s centres open, fed 
children through school holidays, and our Children’s 
services Department (which | lead as the Executive Board 
member for Children’s Social Care) has twice been 
independently judged by Ofsted as ‘Outstanding’. 


Under Labour, Leeds provides accommodation for anyone 
rough sleeping, and links them to the right support. 
Nobody needs to sleep rough on our streets. 


1.200 new Council homes and 300 ‘Extra Care’ flats and 
bungalows will be delivered by the Labour Council and 
through working with partners, to give people 
independence and options as they grow older 


Since 2015, under Labour, Leeds City Council has paid all 
our workers, including apprentices, at least the Real Living 
Wage as defined by the Real Living Wage Foundation, and 
we will continue to keep services in-house. 


Labour-led Leeds City Council ensures that 99.5% of waste 
is either recycled or converted into energy. We are 
introducing glass recycling in green bins later this year. 
This will help residents and save 11,000 tonnes of waste 
from incineration every year. 


Labour have set up an environmental crime team, 
investigating and bringing to justice those who are fly 
tipping across Leeds. 


In 2010, the Conservatives and Liberal Democrats began 
slashing funding to frontline policing and to date have cut 
almost 21,000 Police Officers across the UK. Labour Mayor 
Tracy Brabin has recruited over 896 new police officers 
and staff for West Yorkshire to help tackle crime and 
anti-social behaviour in our local neighbourhoods. 


Labour-led Leeds City Council declared a Climate 
Emergency in 2019, pledging to be Carbon Neutral by 2030 
and we have since reduced our Carbon footprint by 63%. 


While the Leeds Conservatives refused to vote on the 
Climate Emergency motion, Leeds Labour is planting 5.8 
million new trees and has decarbonised public buildings 
with heat pumps and 
solar panels.
